Contracts
Announced

Longren Aircraft company of I 
Torrance, announced that they 
have received two new defense 
contracts aggregating more 
than $1,500,000.

The fast.   growing Torrance 
concern was recently awarded' 
a contract by the Naval Bureau 
of Ordinance to produce spe­ 
cially designed aluminum gun- 
shields. Longren had previ­ 
ously submitted the lowest of 
22 competitive bids that were 
received by the Navy.

Almost simultaneously, Long- 
gren completed negotiations to 
produce a large quantity of 
equipment pods, that will be 
carried by some of the nation's 
most modern military aircraft.

The new orders, together with 
a previously announced contract 
to produce wing spars for Boe­ 
ing Airplane company's newest 
Jets are to be produced at Lon- 
gren's new 56,000 sq. ft. plant 
number 2, scheduled for com­ 
pletion June 1, 1956, and have 
increased the company's back­ 
log to over $3,500,000.

Street, Torrance, California, is 
also experiencing a foreign way 
of life and customs as a stu­ 
dent of Mexico City College 
which is located in Mexico 

'Ity, the third largest metropo- 
is in the Americas.

Students from all parts of the 
world are gathered together at 
his American style college to 

study toward bachelor of arts 
and master of arts degrees in 
he field of liberal arts.

Located above the beautiful 
residential section of Las Lo- 
mas, MCC's 20-acre campus is 
composed of tiled roofed and at- 
ractlvely muraled buildings, 
>arh housing a different depart­ 

ment. A small swimming pool, 
basketball courts, and a com­ 
fortable two-story student cen­ 
ter are at the disposal of the 
200 women students and 600 
men enrolled this quarter.

Because of the location of 
the college, which IN just 15 
minutes from the center of 
the capital and SO minutes

For food enthusiasts palat­ 

able delicacies range from in 
temational cuisine featured in 
many of the city's restaurants

to the. national dishes of guaca- 
mole and po/.ole. Students also 
become acquainted with such 
exotic foods an mangos, papa­

yas, mamey, and chayotes.
Students gain an Insight 

into the everyday llfe 
of their neighbors south of 
the border by living in Mexi­ 
can homes. Here they receive 
a dally working knowledge of 
the Spanish language which 
aids them to pr '» o ross rapidly 

Spanish courses at 
the school.
Chavez graduated from San 

Pedro high school and served 
4 years in the Air Force in the 
mid-Pacific. At Mexico City Co 
lege he is gaining an i 
mastery of Spanish and becom­ 
ing familiar with Latin. Ameri­ 
can customs -and culture.

Although most students in­ 
clude Spanish in their pro­ 
grams, it is a prerequisite for 
enrollment since all except a

 \v of the advanced courses at
; ~C are taught in English.
Founded 15 years ago, Mexi­ 

co City College is a private, non 
-pctarian, non-profit, institution. 
It Is an extra-territorial member 
of the Association of Texas Col­ 
leges, and is listed as an ap­ 
proved senior college by the Tex­ 
as and California Slate Depart­ 
ments of Education. Because 
the college's faculty is compos­ 
ed of scholars trained In Eu­ 
rope, Latin America and the 
United States, students 
a broad and varied type of 
cation under cosmopolitan lead­ 
ership.

Civic Group 
Hears Isen's 
Voting Views

"Few people realize the po­ 
tency of the vote," stated Mayor 
Albert Isen In a speech to the 
members of the Southwest 
Park Civic association.

"The power of exercising the 
ballot Is the method by which 
citizens can be heard and 
listened to by members of the 
City Council. I can state tha 
the people will find the mem 
bers of the Torrance City Coun­ 
cil willing and sympathetic 
listeners to reasonable re­ 
quests," the Mayor said.

"Single votes can and have 
decided elections; the recount 
of the present election shows 
the importance of individual 
votes. We are happy to see the 
new citizens of Torrance in the 
various housing tracts take 
interest in city government, 
he continued.

'Torrance has a city manager 
type government. This type of 
city government is becoming 
more popular for cities of our 
size. The city manager is a 
non-political, non-civil service 
job, and the government is run 
just like a business. The city 
manager works with the vari­ 
ous departmental heads and re« 
ports to the city council. We 
fe-el we have, and have had, an 
efficient city government," Isen 
stated.

'The cost of running the city 
government is now less ihan it 
was in 1950, and the city has 
increased in population from 
22,000 to 75,000. We now offer 
more services than we did prev­ 
iously. All in all. we have a I 
sound, efficient city go 
mont," he pointed out

Mayor Isen concluded his 
speech by saying that he was 
speaking as an individual, not 
as Mayor, and expressed his 
appreciation for having the 
opportunity to meet a portion 
of the newer residents ol Tor­
rance.
